On the last day of September I 
took my boat for a tour of the 
ponds and for a ride up dhe San- 
born River. 

As I approached my boat and 
lifted to. turn it over, I suddenly 
heard the soft nasal twang from 
high in the branches: the call of 
a nuthatch. Instantly it was an- 
swered by another near by. 

\Above the weeds. on ihe opposite 
shore flew a flock of dicks. 

The sun was trembling on a 
ridge beyond. 

1 finished launching my boat 
and breathed deeply of the air 
rich with the smell of down leaves 
and pond water. 

T rowed first up pond for some 
distance then down and across 
Big Pond. On my return I en- 
tered the river, 

‘A short way up, and omthe left, I 
saw where a moose had left traicks 
in the mud, as it came down to 
drink. 

In many places branches float- 
ed, cut by beaver. Just beyond 
at my right there was evidence 
where they had been at work. A 
path from the river led in through 
the grass and on the left of it were 
the stubs of alders all in a line 
and: all of different heights, It was 
fascinating so I went ashore to 
view it more closely. There svas 
water beyond but no dam, yet. A 
little brook gurgled as it ran a 
rocky dell. I could. hear an under 
tone beneath the gurgle. Some 
night soon there will be no open 
riffle until another spring. 

Back in the boat I rowed slow- 
ly up stream. Then just as I 
rounded a cutve three ducks were 
behind a log which had fallen in- 
to. the water. I froze instantly and 
sat there within 20 feet of them, 
moving neither oars or eyes, ex- 
pecting them to fly. The boat drift. 
ed nearer; 15 feet and possibly 
10 before they became anvare of 
me. A moment of petrified reali- 
zation; then they were gone. Luc- 
ky for them that I wasn’t a hunt- 
er and that it was the day before 
the hunting season. ; 

Going a little distance now, I 
again fastened my boat and ex- 
plored on shore. 

Through a few binches and as- 
pens, around a big pine, and sud- 
denly I was in the quiet and deep 
green of firs and spruces, Walk- 
ing among them there was a sense 


of gloom and timelessness. I be-. 


came aware of a faint rustling in 
the trees. Squirrels at mvork. Just

Accidents and the Elderly 
Accidents seldom ‘‘just happen” 
and many can be prevented. Acci- 
dental injuries become more fre- 
quent and serious in later life. 
Thus, attention to safety is especi- 
ally important for older persons. 
Many accidents ican be prevent- 
ed by maintaining mental and 
physical health and by cultivating 
good safety habits, For example: 
Falls are the most common cause 
of fatal injury in the aged. Proper 
lighting can help prevent them. 
Here’s what you can do: (1) H- 
luminate all stainways and pro- 
vide light switches at both the bot- 
tom and the top; (2) Provide night 
lights or bedside remote-control 
light switches; (3) Be sure both 
sides of stairways have sturdy 
handrails; (4) Tack down earpet- 
ing on stairs and use nonskid 
treads; (5) Remove ¢hrow rugs 
that tend to slide; (6) Arrange 
furniture and other objects so they 
are not obstacles; (7) Use grab 
pars on bathroom tvalls ind non- 
skid mats or strips in the bath- 
tub; (8) Keep outdoor steps and 
walkways in good repair.

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“ANDOVER LIBRARY HAS 
GYPSY MOTH BROCHURE 

Planning to move from a. state 
infested with the gypsy moth to 
one not infested? If so, you need 
to know iabout a new regulation to 
help prevent the interstate spread 
of this leaf-eating pest. 

“Don't Move Gypsy Moth” is 
the title of an illustrated brochure 
that explains the new regulation, 
Anyone planning to move can 
eome 10 the Andover Public Libra- 
ry and check it owt to make sure 
they don’t take an old pest to a 
new neighborhood. 

The regulation, effective Oct, 3, 
requires that all outdoor house- 
hold articles be free of gypsy moth 
life stages—-eggs, caterpillans, co- 
coons and adults: 

State and federal agricultural 
officials will be checking inter. 
etate moves in transit or at des- 
tination to make sure they are 
gypsy moth free. 

People moving from the high 
risk areas will have to inspect 
their outdoor household articles 
before they move, or hire a USDA- 
trained commercial expert to do 
the inspection for them,” 

The brochure explains how 10 
inspect for gypsy moth stages, 
hotw to dispose of them and pro- 
vides a record of the do-it-yourself 
inspection. 

Most new isolated infestations 
are started from gypsy moth egg 
masses on household articles used 
or stored outdoors during the 
gypsy moth’s egg-laying stages. 
Each tan-colored, fuzzy egg mass 
can contain as many as 1,000 eggs 
— capable of overswintering to 
hatch and start a new infestation 
of the leaf-eating gypsy moth.
